God raised Jesus from the dead and you too will 
have life after death if you accept the salvation 
provided to you by Christ dying on the cross for the 
forgiveness of your sins. 


£?Jj or I delivered to you first of all that which I also 
received, how that Christ died for our sins according to 
the scriptures; And that He was buried, and that He rose 
again the third day according to the scriptures. But now 
is Christ risen from the dead, and become the first-fruits 
of them that slept (died). For since by man came death, 
by man came also the resurrection of the dead. For as in 
Adam all die, even so in Christ shall all be made alive.'

(4Jjor what the law could not do, in that it was weak 

through the flesh, God sending His own Son in the 
likeness of sinful flesh, and for (a sacrifice for) sin, 
condemned sin in the flesh: That the righteousness of the 
law might be fulfilled in us, who walk not after the flesh, 
but after the Spirit. But if the Spirit of Him that raised up 
Jesus from the dead dwell in you, He that raised up Christ 
from the dead shall also quicken (make alive) your 
mortal bodies by His Spirit that dwells in you.'

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Physical death is the soul separating from the 
"body, "but spiritual death is the soul separating from 
God. Now if God is righteous (which He is) then He has 
to punish sin, just as a judge here on earth is expected 
to penalize law breakers. How great is your sin if it’s 
against a perfect and eternal God? You can't honestly 
expect God to just ignore your sin and yet still be 
able to be a righteous God. You wouldn't even be able to 
respect a judge in a court of law if he let lawbreakers 
just walk free. You would expect punishment for their 
sin. 

The only way for God to do away with the 
punishment for your sin is if someone else were to pay 
that penalty (price) for your sins. This is in fact 
exactly what God did with Jesus His Son who paid the 
ultimate price anyone could ever pay for another 
person. Jesus gave his life and died on that cross for 
you and all the races of mankind on this earth. 

He took your place. He took on the punishment 
that belonged to you. Jesus, the Son of God became a 
sinless man so that He could save mankind by keeping 
all of God's laws but yet paying the penalty for 
breaking the law. This had never been done before in 
all of history and it changed everything! God died for 
man to live. 


wod was in Christ (Jesus), reconciling (resolving) the 
world to Himself, not imputing (counting) their 
trespasses to them; and has committed to us the word of 
reconciliation (resolution). For He has made Him to be 
sin for us, who knew no sin; that we might be made the 
righteousness of God in Him .

God 
cast Lucifer (Satan) and his rebellious angels, we know 
as demons, out of their place in Heaven.* * 3 

God then created another race of beings, with a 
free will, called mankind. They too like the fallen 
angels chose to disobey God; but this time there was an 
instigator in the fall which was Satan. God planned to 
allow the human race to have another chance to be 
with Him with no sin (sin caused separation and death). 
God graciously promised Adam and Eve that they would 
produce a Savior for mankind.* 1. This was done through 
the punishment of Jesus dying on the cross in place of 
our punishment for our sins.* 0 I will now explain the 
depth of what that all means. 

When Adam and Eve sinned it caused separation 
between sinful mankind and a perfect God. God is the 
essence of life and to turn against Him is to turn 
from life which results in death and eternal 
separation from God. Death was chosen by God to be a 
punishment for sin so that mankind would not live 
forever in a fallen state. Also, death would allow an 
opportunity for a rebirth into a new life without sin 
and separation from God. The power to create life was 
also given to mankind for their own benefit. Eor it was 
through this method that God chose to bring about a 
Savior for mankind. 

God became man who we know as Jesus, the second 
person of the Trinity (the Son), to be the first human 
to die without committing sin. Jesus, being God, came so 
He could die in our place. The punishment for sin is 
death; but He didn’t deserve the penalty. Yet He took on 
the punishment of all mankind’s sin, for all time. Jesus 
dying with no sin of His own had the power to pay our 
penalty and be raised from the dead. So death could not 
hold Him in the grave. It is through His resurrection

the world are clearly seen, being understood by the 
things that are made, even His eternal power and 
Godhead; so that they are without excuse: Because that, 
when they knew God, they glorified Him not as God, 
neither were thankful; but became vain in their 
imaginations, and their foolish heart was darkened. 47 


£0Jor we must all appear before the judgment seat of 
Christ; that every one may receive the things done in His 
body, according to that He has done, whether it be good 
or bad.

If you accept the redemption found in the 
sacrifice Jesus made for you then you can experience 
the joy of being saved from eternal separation and 
torment. You can have a peaceful hope of knowing you 
have an eternal life of love and joy with your 
heavenly Father and Creator. 


( 4V)d this is the record, that God has given to us 

eternal life, and this life is in His Son. He that has the Son 
has life; and he that has not the Son of God has not life. 
These things have I written to you that believe on the 
name (power & authority) of the Son of God; that you 
may know that you have eternal life, and that you may 
believe on the name of the Son of God. 50

Now let's take this to a personal level. If you're 
honest with yourself, you'll agree that you are guilty 
of doing things you shouldn't do. You have committed 
sin. It is this sin that has separated you from having 
an eternal life with God, your Creator. The One you owe 
your life to. 


^Ilfwe say that we have no sin, we deceive ourselves, 

and the truth is not in us. 6 But your iniquities (sins) have 
separated between you and your God, and your sins have 
hidden His face from you. 7 As it is written, There is none 
righteous, no, not one.

When you repent of your sins and accept 
salvation, the power of God through His Spirit comes 
and dwells within you to give you power to not have to 
give into sin anymore. However Christians of course are 
not perfect, but certainly forgiven.

The Bible is God’s words written to mankind and 
through mankind .* 4 Through the Words of God He teaches 
us that He is made up of three Persons, we know as the 
Trinity.
